Industry was "spotty" and said that 
orders seemed to came in sudden 
spurts.

Cooper gave his life in an effort

There was a bar extending across 


the doorway to prevent just such 
an accident, Goshinski was leaning 
against the bar, it was stated, when 
it gave way. Cooper, in an effort to 
prevent him from falling, was drag- 
ged out of the doorway, the two men 
falling onto a cement driveway un- 
derneath. Cooper suffered critical 
internal injuries which resulted in 
his death last evening.

Chancellor Hitler'e body guard, the 
top-notch Nazi party storm troops 
and the German police machine. 


Despite the huge number of men 


participating, however, it was stated 
the maneuvers this autumn will be 
"smaller on a quality scale" than 
they were in 1037. 


The maneuvers will take place in 


widely scattered sections of 
the 


Reich and during varying periods 
stretched out over two months. This 
will be done so that they will not 
interfere too much with the normal 
life of the nation. 


At the same time, it is planned to 


give the reservists a chance to co- 
operate in close formation with the 
regular army under conditions some- 
what similar to actual warfare.

Stales, according to an -admission j 
by Fritz Kuhn. leader of the Ger- 
man-American Bund, the Dies com- 
mittee 
investigating un-American 


activities was told Friday at its first 
hearing. 
In a spectacular opening of an 


investigation that will reach inro 
and attempt to expose every sub- 
versive movement in the nation, the 
committee heard 
the 
sensational 


testimony quoting Kuhn from one 
of its own investigators. John C. 
Motcalfe, a former Chicago news- 
paper man. 
" Metcalfc. in measured words taken 
Irom a great, sheaf of reports and 
records which he compiled, 
said 


Kuhn also told him that he was re- 
sponsible for the removal of 
Dr. 


Hans Luther as German ambassa- 
dor to the United States. 


Further. Kuhn was quoted by Met- 


calfe, the German-American Bund 
leader could force the removal of 
any German consular officer in the 
United States who failed to cooper- 
ate with him. 


•Metcalfe spent, six months inves- 


tigating the Nazi movement in this 
country for a newspaper, He became 
a storm trooper. 
When 
he quit 


newspaper work, he was retained by 
the Dies committee to continue.his 
investigation. 


The real aims of the Kitlcrizcd 


corps of German Americans, he said, 
were these: 


1. The establishment of a vast 


spy net. 


2. A powerful' sabotage machine. 
3. A German minority with the 


present group as a nucleus and to 
encompass as many German-Amer- 
icans as possible. 


Kuhn explained his close rela- 


tionship with the Nazi government, 
he said, after Metcalfe reported on 
a trip he made to Bund posts in 
many cities. 


He said he visited Los Angeles. 


San Francisco, San Gabriel, Calif., 
Oakland. San Antonio. 
Tex., 
St. 


Louis. Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, De- 


troit, Buffalo and Philadelphia. 


"I told Kuhn that 
Bund 
post 


leaders in the west complained that 
some 
German 
consular 
officers 


failed to cooperate with them and 
that they had difficulty in their 
propaganda work. He became agi- 
tated. 


"He said 'after all, I was respon- 


sible for the removal of Dr. Luther 
and I have caused consular offic- 
ers to be shifted at my will,' He 
told me that he had a secret rela- 
tionship with the Nazi government 
in Germany to further the aid of 
the German-American Bund in the 
United States." 


Metcalfe said that a 
principal 


means of fostering Nazi aims in this 
country is the Auslands Bureau, of 
Stuttgart. Germany. This foreign 
institute at the present 
time, 
he 


said, is manned by men who were 
former leaders of the Nazi move- 
ment in the United States. 


Discussing the aims of the Nazi 


movement in this country, Metcalfe 
said: 


"It must be borne in mind that 


in 191C, prior to the entrance of the 
United States into the World War, 
germany had practically no espion- 
age organization or sabotage ma- 
chine in this country. 


"It is to avoid a duplication of 


this mistake, that the Bund has 
become active without even letting 
its own membership know the real 
purposes behind the movement so 
that they may be prepared for any 
eventuality that may arise such as 
a state of war with America or an 
effort to prevent the United States 
from delivering arms or supplies to 
a Nazi enemy." 


Metcalfe told the committee that 


he first joined a camp of the Ger- 
man-American Bund, in 
Astoria. 


Long Island, and advanced rapidly 
in the organization. 


"I was told by the leader of the 


Bund that it was opposed to all 
Democratic governments," said Met- 
calfe. 


Metcalfe. who was born in Ger- 


many, told the committee that storm 
troopers in the Bund are drilled 
along the lines of the German-army 
and that no English is spoken dur- 
ing the drills. 


He said that he never took an 


oath of fealty to' Adolf Hitler. 
The 


German leader, as f r e q u e n t l y 
charged in this country. 


The witnesses then described in 


detail the ceremony by which he 
was inducted into the Astoria Post.- 


"At a meeting as Astoria, in which 


everybody was uniformed, and the 
doors were locked, we were sworn 
in," he said. "There were six of us. 


"The fuehrer of the Astoria Post 


explained before the ceremony that 
he was not longer permitted to give 
the oath of allegiance to Germany. 
Instead, he told us that \ve must 
give our word of honor which he 
said would amount to 
the 
same 


thing. 
The six of us were then 


lined up. The fuehrer stood between 
two flags—the American flag and 
the German swastika, 
There was 


not a word spoken at any time dur- 
ing the ceremony. 


"We marched forward to the furi- 


ous roll of drums. The fuehrer then 
placed the corner of the American 
flag in the palm of my hand with 
his hand and then he took the cor- 
ner swastika and placed it in my 
hand on top of the American. We 
then gave the Nazi salute and the 
Nazi grip. 


"He did that to all six of us. It 


was the same in 
each • case—the 


swastika- on top of the American 
flag."

personally he was opposed to the 
erection of a new city building on 
the information now at hand. He 
believed that the public should have 
some facts and figures. 


Attorney J. W, Rhodes said that 


he was opposed to the erection of a 
city building, under present condi- 
tions. If the town were prospering, 
he said, it might be allrlght to take 
up a city building project, but under 
present conditions It is a time to 
conserve resources instead of in- 
crease indebtedness. Some Idea of 
the burden of taxes, he said, can be 
had from the liens that are filed, 
and the .difficulty which people are 
having in meeting their current 
taxes. 


George McKenzie, building and 


loan secretary, thought that it might 
be allright to get a grant for a new 
city building, as we would have to 
pay for it if somebody else got it, 
but of course, he observed, the money 
that the city puts in would have to 
be raised by taxes on our property. 
In performing his duties as county 
delinquent tax 
collector he has 


heard plenty of complaints about 
toe tax burden. 
Phil G. Greer, former city con- 


troller, now a businessman: "The 
city of New Castle should have a 
new city building. It would not re- 
quire an increase 
in 
taxes 
nor 


would it be necessary to float a bond 
issue, with the government giving 45 
per cent of the 
cost. With the 


amount of delinquent tax now out- 
standing, plus the rental, a build- 
ing conld be paid for within a pe- 
riod of five years. But, bear 
In 


mind, the building should be located 
within easy access of the people 
who pay taxes. The city now has 
plans for which the city paid S700 
for the proposed remodelling of the 
rear end of the present building 
which would permit the rental of the 
front of the building 
where 
the 


treasury now is located. 


Carl Gaston — "I believe there 


should be a City-County building 
but if this cannot be arranged I am 
in favor of a city building, provid- 
ing the city can secure 45 per cent 
of the cost from the government. 
The present building surely can be 
sold for a fair price that would help 
to pay the remaining 55 per cent."
